land, by the ſingular mercte of Godin Chꝛiſt Je- 
cus, mar truelpand confidently boaſt her ſelfe, 


in compariſon with any other, that ſhee vnder 
a molt gracious and religious King, is fo2 
trueth of doctrine and puritie of worship, as 


truely Catholike and Oꝛthodox, as euer any 


Church of Chꝛiſt hath been ſince the dayes of 
the Apoſles; inſomuch that in this dur Eng⸗ 
lich and Spaniſh . may ſeeme 
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to fight againſt Falſehood, Junocence againſt 
Antichziſttian cruelty , and ſyncerity of woz- 
ſhip againſt flat Jdolatry, and therefore (ſay 
pou) what can bee expected from God by vs in 
this battell, but victozy and great triumph:

( eucn the peculiar and onely people of Bod, 
carying the ligne of his Couenant in their fleth, 
acquainted with his Dzacles , and polleſſed of 
the Arke and Temple of God) did not (not with⸗ 
ſtanding) complaine, that God * went not out 
with their Armies, but foʒſooke them, ſo that they 
turned their backe vpon their enemies; that * Gods 
Arke (the glozy of Jſracl, and Enſigne of the 
victozious God) was raken of the heathen ; and 
that their whole nation was often enth:alled in 
manifold Captiuities in Egypt and Babylon: a 
tuſtice againſt Gods people, which God him⸗ 
ſelfe did auo w, when he ſpake oi the lwoꝛd, ſap- 
ing, O Aſſyrian, The rod of mine anger, Iwill ſend 

thee againſt an hypocriticall nation, to deſtroy them. 
In which pꝛocc ſſe ot Gods iudgement againſt 
hig people, we are to contem plate and conlider, 
the Holineſſe, Juſtice, and Power of our tealous 
God, together with the abomination of our 
owne ſinnes.

Moſes banquiſhed Amalck; King le- 
hoſaphat ſheathed the Lwoꝛd of the Amorites and 
Moabites in their owne bowels; King Hezechias 
fruſtrated the huge hoſte of Senacherib, and tur⸗ 
| ned them backe to their owne home: And our 
| Gracious Soucraigne followeth the examples cf 
thoſe religious Kings, by his ropall command of 
| a Faſt, and perſonall perfozmanceof Deuotion, 
andthat- (as wee pꝛap, and hope, to obtaine) 
with like gloꝛious ſucceſſe. | 
Dur next Spirituallpzenention, to wit, 
our Repentance, is the ſubiect of moſt Ser⸗ 
mons, and can neuer bee ſuperiiyuoufly taught, 
becauſe neuer ſufficiently learned: Pet at this 
time it mayſuffice to take out this one Leſſon, 
euen the obſeruation of* Achior; that Gods peo⸗ dub. 
ple could neuer bee onercome, ſo long as they 
were at peace with God; noꝛ could they euer 
pꝛeuaile againſt their enemies, ſo long as their 
owne ſinnes, as their deadlieſt enemies, fonght 
againſt them, becauſe of vnrepentance. Vence 
was that Caucat, which God gaue vnto the im⸗ 
penitents in Jſrael,* Goe not vp againſt your ene- Deut. 
mies to war, leſt ye die. No maruaile then it when 
man in his peruerſeneſſe, turneth his ng 
of. 
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obRepentance into a libertte and licencioul⸗ 
neſle of (inning, God in his Juſtice turne his li⸗ 
bertie of pardoning into a neceſſitie of puni⸗ 
ſhing, Aboue all things therefoze (Bꝛethꝛen) 
ſecke after him in faith and repentance, in wee⸗ 
ping, faſting, and pꝛaping, who is our reconci⸗ 
liation with the Father, Jeſus Chziſt our Loꝛd; 
ſo ſhall the voyce ot his blood, (hed fox vs, crie 
downe the vorce of all our crying and blood 
finnes, 
But are men ſpirits onely 7 Are they to fight \ 
their Battels onely with Spirituall Armour: 
Noz koꝛ were not that to tempt God, in negiec- 
ting the good meanes o2dained by him foz chat 
end? Gerelp politique pꝛeparations are Gods 
oꝛdinance, and haue euer beene vſed by his good 
ſeruants, in their greateſt confidence of his pꝛo⸗ 
tection, euen when God himſelfe Hath comman⸗ N 
ded them to goe out ts battell againſt his a their | 
enemies. Abraham Moſes, loſhua, Dauid, were all 
wWarriers, and famous in their generations, in 
fighting the Lozds battels; pet read we not that 
any of them euer went out to battell without 
due pꝛeparation of meanes. Wee reade of the 
great, mightie, and numerous armics of Gods 
owne people, and their ſtrength and meanes 
& Num. imploped foꝛ their warres. noee reade of Lawes 
of Armes, and Counſels of warre; and we find alſo 
Gods incouragement to Captaines, and War⸗ 
bas. z&c. riers, as in railing *ludges to Iſrael, to know and 
pꝛouide againſt the dangers ap pzoching,andta

Spirit of the Lord came vpon them, and they 

fought. And we reade of * The ſword of the Lord, Judt. 

and of Gideon, that is. Gods powerfull helpe by 

the hand of Gideon,and the people with him, 

And it is the ſame Spirit of the Loꝛd that in⸗ 

koꝛmeth the hearts of good people in their du · 

ties to God, their King, and their Countrep; and 
\ inflameth the affections of all loyail Subiects 

with a ready and cheeretul reſolution,toimplop 

their bodies, ſtrength, and meanes ſoz the pzeſer- 

uation of Gods Annoynted, their Gracious Soue- 

raigne, and the ſafetic of the kingdome, eſpecial⸗ 

iy ina Defenftue Warre, as this is, in which. 

Gods cauſe,and true Religion is alſo aſſaulted. 
| And who ts there, aſubiect of this State, and 
member of this Church, ot what degree and cal⸗ 

ling ſoeuer, that hath not his ſhare à part here⸗ 
in, and is not imbarked in this thip of the care of 
the publie ſafety.? So that ths welfare of the 
whole is his weltare, and the ill ſpeeding of this 
veſſell, cannot but be the ſhipwzack andruine of 
himſelte, a of all that are moſt deare bnto him. 
And theretoze if though our backewardnes, 
and neglect of due pꝛeparation, to reſiſt and op⸗ 
poſe an inuading enemte, as well by the people 
and Souldiers, as by the Pzince andthe Lea- 
ders, wee ſhall become guilty of our owne 
ruine, and giue dee Wet and incourage⸗ 
ment 
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ment to the maleuolent mighty enemie, to ex- 
erciſe his rage and cruelty , with. vnbounded 
and viilimited fury , againf all places and per- 
lons that come in his way: (hall wee not iuſtip 
be taxed of failing in our duety in reſpect both 
of pablicke and pꝛiuate: 

Pet inthe height and beſt of our care, meanes 
and pꝛepacation, then doeth our hope become 
victozious, when in confidence of Gods helpe 
and p2otection, our Spirituall and Tempozall 
koꝛtes are vnited together; but much moze re- 
lying vpon our Dpirituall munition, which 
hath an obligation of pzomiſe with God, then 
vpon our politique,tempozall,and cozpo2all, 


emoꝛable and admirable is the ſtozy ol 


Moſes, who was pꝛaying while his Captaines 
and Douldiers were fighting with Amalek; 
and ſoit fell out, that while Moſes held vp his 
hands in pꝛaper, Iſrael had the better, but ſo 
ſoone as his hands failed and fell downe, Ama- 
lek the enemy pꝛeuailed. wohat elſe doeth this 


teach vs, but that whoſoeuer they be that fight, 


Vlctoꝛp is abfolutely in the will and power of 
God; and therefoze when wee pꝛepare fo2 bat⸗ 
tell, not to put our truſt in the arme of fleſh, but 
to put and haue our confidence onely in our 
Sod, the Loꝛd of Hoſtes; and hauing,as it be⸗ 
hooueth vg. in the feare of God, made due pꝛepa⸗ 
ration of all good meanes, to put on our Ar- 
nour,and goe tothe ſerutce with bendedfinees, 


and penitent hearts, ſtrengthened with fatty, 
0. 
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to call by feruent Pꝛaper ſoꝛ His helpe and pꝛo⸗ 
tection , that couereth our Heads = day of 
battell, giueth victozy to Rings, pꝛottcteth His 
faithfull,and neuer faileth them that faithtuilly 
call vpon him in the time ot neceſlitte 7 
The P2ophet Dauid hath ſummedvp all that 
can be ſpoken hereof, in one verſe , Our helpe is gc, 
in the Name of the Lord, which hath made heauen 
and earth. Sothen, whoſocuer ſball diſtruſt the 
arme of the Almightie, oz doubt of the ſtrength 
of the Loꝛd of Hoſts, hee thereby offenzeth a- 
gainſt both heauen and earth,becaulſe all kinde 
vf creatures both in heauen and earth are the 
Armies and pꝛeſt Souldiers of God, to ſighjt his 
battels, euen from the hoaſt of his Angels a- 
boue, tothe flies, lice, and woꝛmes that are in⸗ 
end2ed in the duſt: and hee can execute his 
dgements by what meanes ſocuer , whether 


downe the walls of lericho by the blaſt of * Rams 1c « 
hornes; hee gaue victozy to Iſrael, by the holding 
vp of Moſes his * hands: he diſcomfited the hoſt of ** 
the Madianites , at the Cound of Trumpets, and 
noyſe of mens voyces, and claſbing of pitchers to; * 
g-ther : hee infuſed ſtrength into che veryhaire 
of Samlons head, when Samſon exulted, ſaping 
ot his laine, Heapes vpon heapes of a thouſand, * 1vag 
by the jaw-bone of an Aſſe. But miracles now 
are foz vnbelecuers. 
In the laſt place thercfoze, let vs examine the 
7027 £2dingsry pꝛeuidence of God, which may 
L 2 beget 
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beget conũdente in all extremities of wartare, 
What can man keare, being in reconciliation 
and confederacy with God, when our enemies 
are made the enemies of God? Js it the policy 
oi their Counſeils ? But hee conkoundeth the 
counſeil ot Achitophel. Js it that enemies com⸗ 
bine together in the name of an holy league? 
But wien they ſap, * Contederacy, God maketh 
them like a wheele turned with the ſpirit ot gid- 
dineſſe. Js it the courage of their hearts? But 
he pollefleth the enemies hearts with *fcare,and 
maketh the hearts of * Canaanites to melt. Js it 
their ſtrength oꝛ hugenes of ſtature? But were 
thep the childꝛen of Anakims and Gyants, and 
wee but as Graſhoppers in compariſon of them; 
pet * Feare them not (fatth God) I mill goe before 
you. Is it the multitude: of their hoaſts? But 
it is the gloꝛy of God to onerthtowimainy *chou- 
ſands by a few hundreds. Js it their ioynt 
and vnited forces ? But Hee “ ſetteth the E- 
gyptians againſt the Egyptians. Js it their im- 
poꝛtunitie, not to bee ſatiſſted till thep fight? 
But either her will dzaw © Scnacherib backe 
from warring againſt Iſrael, by @ rumour of 
warres begun in the bowels of his owne king⸗ 
dome, 92 elſe}, if thep will ncedes batteil, hee 
will hate them on thereunto * io their owne: de- 
ſtruction. Js it becauſe no man can tell, when 
there ſhall come deliuerance? But hee can doe 
this to our aſtoniſhment, beſoꝛe wee can think? 
on it. When God turned the Captiuitie of Sion, 
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wee were like vnto them that dreamed, ſaith Hrael: 
as not pert waded it was fo, no not when they 
0 la w it. Againe, what greater matter of conti⸗ 
dence can wee haue then our kozmer experience 
| of Gods pzoutdence ? Dauids remembzance of 
his deliverance from the Lyon and the Beare 1. Sat 
did animate him in the encountering with that 
huge Goliah. And is there any Nation at this 
day vnder heauen that hath greater experience 
cf Gods manifold delfuerances, then this our 
f ningdome, eſpectally from the fiery Powa-r-pier, 
and from the ] Inuaſion by water: in reſpect In 258 
wherof we might here tale vp a ſong anſwera- 
ble to that of Deborah of the river Kiſhon; ſo we, 
The maine Ocean ſwept them away, the ancient and * Iudg, 
maine Ocean. To conclude, doe we cleaue faſt to 
God: thentheir armes cannot touch vs Iris es. 
he that maketh Warre to ceaſe, knappeth the Speare 
aſunder, and burneth the Chariot wirlr fire. Moꝛ 
can our enemies auopd the (word, when it lbal⸗ 
bee tnfo2ced vpon them, koz then, as ſaith the 
Pꝛophet, who can ſay tothe (wo2d of the Lozd, 
Put vp thy ſelfe into thy ſcabbard, reſt and bee ſtill 2 
It is auſwered, * How can it be quiet, ſecing the ler 4 
Lord hath giuen it a charge againſt Aalon. 

Finally (deare Bzcthzen ) bee pou exhoꝛted a- 
gaineand againe, to ſerious and ſpeedy repen⸗ 
tance: the onely meanes wherebp the wrath 
even of the omnipotent God is made impotent: 

And ( howſortier G2d tall be pleaſcdto diſpoſe 
af vour bodily mes) aboue all things ſeeke to be 
JL. 3 kurniſbed 
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furniſhed with the compleate ſpirituall armour of 
God, conſitingof truth, hope, in ward r:xizce- 
ouſneſſe, andparity of a good conſcience, where⸗ 
by we may ſubdue all ſpirituall enemies that 
may aſſault our ſoules, and in the end bee made 
eſſours of that euerlaſting kingdome of bleſ- 
ſednelle, which hath beeneſo deerely purchaſed 
by Chꝛiſt our Sautour, and pzepared toz all 
that with faith and patience expect the glozt- 
ous appearance of his comming, accoꝛding vu⸗ 
to the everlaſting mercy ot our mot gracious 
and omntpotent God, to whom bee ren⸗ 
dꝛed all pꝛaiſe, power, and thank'(- 
giuing, both now and euer 
moze, Au EN. 
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
